In  our  area  of  operatioaa.  The  Rural  DeTelopaent  Cadre  were  of  considerable 
help  in  teaching  the  proper  utilisation  of  these  kits.

(d)  Edueatioaal  efforts  wore  directed  towards  providing  teachers  for  60 
periods  of  instruction  to  instruct  1,125  pupils  in  the  nidiaents  of  conversa¬ 
tional  English. 

(e)  The  Brigade  found  through  a  survey  of  the  district  chiefs  axwi  educa¬ 
tional  advisors  a  need  for  various  iteas  of  school  equipuent.  Three  black¬ 
boards  were  provided  for  Revolutionary  DeveiopBsnt  cadre  schools  in  Tan  Tm 
District.  Two  huialred  note  pads,  100  reans  of  paper,  100  boxes  of  chalk,  10 
cartons  of  pencils  and  25  boxes  of  crayons  were  given  to  the  educational  advisor 
of  the  oivli  affairs  platoon  at  Sactnr  level  for  distribution. 

(f)  In  addition  to  their  nomal  oonpleusnt  of  MIDCAPS  and  DBITCAP3,  ths 

3d  Brigade  battalions  provided  special  treatasat  for  a  variety  of  illnesses  and 
disablenents.  Three  people  wore  taken  froa  a  haalet  to  Cho  Ray  Hospital  in 
Saigon  where  X-rays  were  taken  and  trsataont  was  initiated.  Surgery  was  psr- 
fomsd  at  Cho  Ray  Hospital  to  correct  three  hare  lips.  Two  individuals  received 
artificial  liabs  at  the  Rational  Rehabilitation  Center  and  the  training  required 
to  use  their  new  appendages  effectively.  Otoe  club-footed  child  was  taught  to 
walk  at  ths  saae  facility.  All  of  these  efforts  aided  in  strengthening  ths 
people's  belief  in  a  concerned  GVI.

progreaa*  NILCAP  activltlaa  provide  an  excallant  vahlsia  for  unobtrusive  Inte¬ 
gration  of  this  PSTOP  oparatlon  irlth  routine  Military  activity,  thus  nininising 
tha  attsntion  drawn  to  tha  returning  Hoi  Chanh  aa  an  individual.  The  fear  of 
aoany  ratallation  agalnat  tha  Hoi  Chanh* s  family  Is  tha  aoat  laportsnt  factor 
to  ovareom.  If  tha  miliar  rafUaas  to  euka  a  paraonal  appaaranoa,  tapes  can 
ba  usad}  howaser,  they  renaln  far  inferior  to  faca-to-faca  contact.  However, 
whan  tni^tad  apaeifiaally  against  tha  aoaey  onita  aeattarad  over  large  areas, 
tape  broedoasta  have  proven  auccessfui.  Hoi  Chanhs  should  be  perl !>>11  cal ly  and 
aystanatically  intanrlawad  by  PSIOP  paraonnal  to  aacura  azploi table  aatarlal 
and  aalaetad  Boi  Chanha  rtiould  ba  returned  to  thair  hanlets  to  eoimtcr  anany 
propaganda  thanaa.  Coopamtion  with  District  level  PSTOP  personnel  is  naeaasary 
to  Insura  tha  program  takas  advantage  of  tha  specific  local  situation. 

(a)  Hoi  Chanha  bava  mvaalad  aignlficant  aKploitabla  PSTOP  infomation 
during  follow-up  IntarrogatiTn  which  was  not  revealed  in  tbalr  Initial  interr¬ 
ogation  intervlaw.  Tba  fact  that  Hoi  Chanha  have  vithhald  valuable  TCTOr  Infor¬ 
mation  during  initial  proeasali^  can  ba  attributed  to  a  combination  of  several 
factora.

1 .  Tte  follovlaf  !•  ^  peraonal  noseaoMnt  of  the  oorrent  aitiintloa  in  tha  3d 
Brlfada,  9Ui  Infantry  Dlvlaioa'a  area  of  operation.  Whila  tliia  Brigade  Is  gen* 
erallj  aox^  knowledgenble  of  the  overall  aituation  in  Loi^  An  Provlneef  we  have 
in  tbe  laat  several  non  tha  beeoaM  increaaiogljr  aware  of  tha  state  of  affaire  in 
Haa  Mghia  and  aouthwaatam  Blen  Roa  Frovinee. 

2.  I  have  observed  oanbinad  operations  with  all  three  reginanta  of  the  23th 

ARVN  Diviaion.  Aeroaa  the  boai^  this  force  haa  denonairated  gB.in5  in  profeaa- 
ional  aaturity,  aggreaaiveaeaa  and  confidence,  due  in  large  asasure  to  their 
auaceaafol  vlanbodlan  and  oroaa  border  operationa.  Eleaants  of  the  DiTialon  are 
aggreaatve  in  ^"~****<ng  the  in  reaponae  to  iateiligenoe .  In  tha  paat  aiz 

Boatha  diviaional  unita  have  ahown  increaaed  profielenfijr  in  the  conduct  of  night 
aabush  patrols  and  almoblla  oparationa.  Es^h  raginant  haa  an  aetahllahed  araa 
of  oparationa  (AO)  hut,  whan  air  aasata  are  avnllable,  conducta  almeblle  oper¬ 
ation#  both  within  and  ontalda  thiae  lOa.  i  typical  axanpla  la  the  oae  of 
floetl^  bouadariea  bgr  tha  30th  Raginant  to  conduct  aztenaive  oparationa  not  only 
la  waatam  and  aoutham  Long  An  Province,  but  aleo  in  tha  IV  Hllltary  Raglon. 
Greater  Inprovenenta  appear  to  have  been  aohieved  in  long  An  than  in  Han  Nghla. 
This  is  attributed  to  the  dynanic  leadership  of  Colonal  Tn,  Long  An  Provinoe  Chief 
and  tha  feet  that  ha  oontrols  the  operations  of  all  OVN  forces  in  Long  An,  In- 
oladlag  tha  50th  AlfM  fteginant.  ARVN  Artlllary  units  have  progressed  fron  a  need 
for  taohnlcal  and  legtetloal  aaifistance  to  a  preaant  naad  for  only  loglatloal 
aaalstanea}  thay  can  anppert  coabat  oparationa,  indapandant  of  US  hslp;  are  able 
to  aove,  shoot,  and  eaMonicata  quickly,  accurately  and  affectively.  GVII  Ground 
forces  DOW  display  ooiplete  confidence  in  their  own  artillery  support;  six  nonthe 
ago  these  ground  elaaente  relied  alaost  totally  on  05  Artillery  support.  Although 
saoh  pror'iMe  has  its  ahara  of  both  ootstaiwllag  and  nadioera  territorial  forces, 
thsae  forces  geasrally  ahov  galaa  in  coahat  effeotiveoesa  and  in  the  ability  to 
aoconpllsh  their  aeetgnsd  nisslon.  Continuing  progreee  is  being  aade  in  thoee 
areas  whara  Vletaaai nation  hae  been  ooaplated,  auoh  ea  the  eastern  part  of  Long 
An  Proviaoe  in  spita  of  OS  troop  withdrawals.  A  typical  progress  iiidlsator  is 
reflected  In  tha  iaahiUty  of  this  Brigade  to  get  AO  clearances  vdian  territorial 
forana  hnw  tha  aana  IntalUgenae  picture.  Such  AO  denial  by  all  typaa  of  dVI 
foroas  eparatlng  in  Lang  An  oan  ba  ezpsotad  in  all  attaapts  to  respond  to  a  spaolf 
latalliienoe  target.  In  Sna  Nghla  Provinoe  AO  denial  by  ARVN  coatandars  can  not 
bo  antlelpatod  la  nil  oaaea  and  auch  disapproval  by  tarrltortal  foroas  occurs  In- 
frequantly.  In  Riaa  Trach  District  of  Bien  Roa  Province  this  degree  of  ooapetence 
and  aggrasalvanaas  on  tha  part  of  territorial  forces  is  Just  beflmiog  to  nanlfest 
itself.  1  have  observed  CIDG  eloeely  only  during  oparations  ia  Canbodla.  Fran 
ny  point  of  vlav,  CIDO  operations  thare  were  the  highlight  of  thalr  opsrattonal 
Ufa  In  this  araa  (Ban  Nghda).  Is  Gaabodla  they  worked  in  does  coordination 

and  eooparatlon  with  a  najor  OS  unit  which  gaw  thaa  a  psychological  uplift  and 
graatar  drive.  Their  affaotlvansss  in  Vietasn  oparatlcnn  coatlnuea  to  be  narglnal 
Although  they  have  a  long  way  to  go  in  training  and  operational  ezperloaoe,  PSDP 
oparationa  era  haflilng  to  show  positive  effeciiveoeas  and  results.  Satisfactory 
laadarahip  la  thalr  hoy  doflolaaoy. 
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3.  Tong  An  in  the  Ust  four  tiontha  haa  gona  froa  15  V  ha-nlata  tn  no  V  haalata. 
"teadj  prograaa  haa  been  aada  In  all  areas  t3wari  acononlc  developaent,  political 
atHbllltj  aikl  aacurlty,  ootwlthstaadlnc  a  haslet  regresaion  froo  tise  th  tise. 

QVN  officlala  have  becoaM  sore  cooperative  and  assertive  in  targoting  on  coanon 
obJeetivM  required  to  upgrade  aeeuriiyt  eeonoTiie  developnent  and  GVN  control  of 
nasleta  and  villages.  Operations  in  Cubodia  have  aade  it  possible  for  paeificatl-'n 
and  developnent  efforts  to  move  forward  at  a  faster  pace  than  anticipated  several 
rontha  ago. 

U.  By  virtue  of  personnel  selection  procedures  and  inilivldual  training  and  e«> 
rerience,  T  feel  that  the  quality  of  senior  officers,  naJor>i  and  abcvv,  in  the 
advisory  role  ia  unlfonly  of  a  high  order.  The  quality  o:'  the  advisory  effort 
b'-nefita  accord Lngly.  Conpany  grude  officers  arc  xostly  of  a  high  qufillty  and 
arc  activated  to  accooflish  the  advisory  xission.  However,  a  critical  .-'hortcoalng 
'ontinues  to  grade  and  branch  substitutions  to  an  excessive  d*-gre<>. 

3.  Tn<'  Bost  critical  problen  with  respect  to  Vlstnaai sation  continues  to  be 
leadership,  particularly  at  the  district  and  province  level.  In  this  Brigade's 
TAOI,  Colonel  Tu  Is  aost  outstanding  among  xoth  military  and  civilian  leaders. 

If  I  were  allowed  to  aake  only  one  change  In  VN  leadership  In  III  KH,  I  would 
make  Jolcnel  Tu  the  CG,  25th  ARVN  Division.  Administrative  and  loglatlcai  support 
of  personnel,  weapons,  and  equipB>*^nt  continues  to  plague  GVM  force.s  and  will 
adversely  inpact  on  Vietnaniaation  efforts.  Heaitancy  and  unwillingness  cf  AT’Vq 
and  territorial  forces  continues  to  inhibit  the  achlev'>nent  of  unity  of  effort. 

This  latter  attitude  ia  prevalent  throughout  the  Brigade's  Area  o^  Interest, 
particularly  In  Hau  Nghia.  On  withdrawal  of  US  forces  froa  Hau  Nghla  this  may 
becono  a  major  obstacle  to  future  success  if  not  overcone  by  GVN  officials. 

6.  Although  SOBS  portion  of  the  populace  nay  remain  indifferent  toward  any  fora 
of  central  govemnent,  I  sea  Interest  In  elections  as  evideoce  that  the  greatest 
percentage  of  the  people  are  aorally  coaxlttad  to  a  govemuent  of  their  own  ebnosing 
in  a  free  South  Vietnan. 

7.  Froa  the  nllitary  point  of  view,  I  have  felt  that  our  key  strength  has  btan 
that  of  naintaialng  siiq?le,  long-tam  mlsslona.  To  the  accoapllshnent  of  these 
aieeions,  organisation  and  tochniquas  of  oparatlons  are  then  sdjustad  in  accordance 
with  tha  changing  eituatioa  and  nature  of  the  war.  In  order  of  priority,  I  see 
our  principal  allltary  niasion  as  beingi  1)  support  of  pacification,  2)  upgrading 
of  GfVN  foreas,  and  3)  ellalnation  of  enany  forces.  Objectives  and  goals  should  bo 
analysed  to  insure  that  they  will  atke  a  positive  contribution  to  one  or  aore  of 
these  aisslons  and  that  their  result  will  merit  the  resource*  that,  will  be  constined. 
The  nature  of  the  war  la  vastly  different  froa  what  it  was  8-12  .vonths  ago.  At 
this  tine  I  sse  ths  greatest  Long  tera  benefit  accruing  to  the  elUinaticn  of  VCI, 
eoano  lisisnn  anl  looal  force  unite,  fay  the  naintenance  of  n**avy  pressure  day  and 
night,  by  T>o^h  US  and  territorial  forces.  I  sense  that  v*  am  relying  too  heavily 
on  territorial  forces  to  secoapllsh  this  mission  in  both  Long  An  and  Hsu  Nghia, 
particularly  in  the  latter.
